Ono'of them, tho angel
of the spring-time is "standing with one

foot on the land and ono on tho sea,
.blowing a trumpet that Is not heard
but that bids every seed wako and grow,
bids every bough burst Into bloom, bids
every branch have Its bird song and
every husbandman go forth Into the.
moist furrows to sow, that later he may
reap the sheaf."

' April's eplo in field and forest has its
answer in the resurrection festival of tho
church and the month, which men call
Easter. It Is welcomod In with hymns
of praise and gladness with the voice
of the throngs that assemble' In tho
houses of worship to Join in the spirit
of. adoration and of Joy1.
Rlohmond Is called a church-going

city. Whethor tho reputation Is de¬
served on other days may be questioned,
but on Easter-day old and young, men
and women find their way to thoir no-
customed seats In churches made fra-
lfrant and beautiful to commemorate tho
Immortality of a risen Saviour.
The altars of the Richmond churches

speak loudly of 'the fact that hope·· has
become fruition In tho floral world, and
that the human heart pours some of Its
aspirations nnd much of Its love Into the·
floral treasures with which these altars
are heaped on Easter Sunday. Stately
palms lift their fronds within the sanc¬
tuary; white blossoms in their purity
end red In their passion tell the story of
suffering endod, of death swallowed up
in life,-while the organ steals upon tho
senses in throbbing undertone with the
singing of clear young voices sounding
above It In tho words:
."On thlno altar laid we leave them
Christ present thorn. God receive them."
The Easter music has gathered Into Its

meaning and expression all that Is grand¬
est and truest in human faith nnd hope..The Richmond church choirs have been
working hard all during the weeks of lent
and tho results of their offorts will be
"apparent In the pleasures they will give
others to-dny, for nothing so uplifts the
soul and frees the mind from the fret of
oarthly cares as the-worship that tokos
tho form of music.
Easter Is an open doorway. But when

one passes through, the door swings
close behind. Lent Is shut out and the
air Is full of brightness and gayety. Tho
Easter season is one of the most beau-
tlful in Richmond social Ufo and opens
this year with unusual promise, tho
Easter germans and the many brilliant
entertainments In connection with the
Confederate Bazaar, to say nothing of a
very largo number of Easter weddings,
interesting all classes of society.
The "Easter procession," so marked a

feature of Easter day In the twentieth
'¦ century American cities, is a part of the

programme In Richmond. When the
church services are over nnd the benedic¬
tion pronounced, the long stream of
smartly gowned Easter maids and ma¬
trons accompanied by the equally Irre¬
proachable masculine contingent, stream
forth In the sunshine and tho "Easter
procession" begins.
A goodly procession It Is, with happy

faces and bright smiles, with graceful
forms and the Indefinable atmosphere
which has made tho beauty of Richmond
women a proverb through many years.
In other places different Easter customs

prevail, notably In the llttlo Moravian
community of Salem. North Carolina,
and in that of Bethlehem Pennsylvania
where the day break of Easter witnesses
a celebration to which no other obser¬
vance Is comparable.
Just as the curtain of darkness Is lifted

by the approach of morning the silence of
these Moravian towns is broken by the
silvery blast of a bugle. Tho people
gather with the church choirs, and are
led by*-the Bishop to the centre ot the
cemetery. There a hollow square is
formed In the midst of which the Bishop
takes his stand and reads from the
Gospel of ho\v ...Christ rose from tho
dead. Then. the. jitnal of tho church
follows, the responses bolng made by the
people. Afterwards tho choir sings and
as tho eon Is rising the voice ot the
Bishop Is heard saying: "I am the resur¬
rection and tho life." A benediction Is
bestowed and the people disperse In
Eilonco. ?

The Easter Angels.
A gr<sat painter once prayed thnt God

would guide his hand and enable him to
give to the world a true conception of
"The First Easter Dawn."
The palntor's prayor was heard. Whon

the finished canvas stood upon his easel,
the mysterious hush of tho daybreak hour
seemed to brood above the low-lying Ju-
daean hills, which his brush had de¬
pleted. Afar, in the eastern horizon, the
first heralds of the morning's unfolding»
traced their fleeting impress In Irregu¬
lar shaft-like pencilling» of rose and
gold. With their faces turned toward
the horizon, appeared tho figures of two
angels.the angel of Life and the angol
pi Death,
The face of the first was olive and quiv¬

ering with eager expectancy nnd holy Joy,
tempered by a deepening Inspiration of
awe. Across tho countenance of the oth¬
er was" drawn a veil, slight, Intangible,
almost Imperceptible, yet sufficient to
shroud his tentures and expression from
view. His head was somewhat bowed; an
air of profound dejection was expressed

about both angels, In eastern luxuriance,
Bprang thu lille·» of the field, of whloh It
had been said by the Master: "Not Solo¬
mon in all his glory was arrayed liko
Dne of these."
The realism of the painter's answer to

prayer had produced a wonderful picture
in more ways than one. It became known
after awhile that those who came to gaze
upon "The First Hanter Dawn" had the
cycle of centuries rolled back for thorn.
The present dropped aside like a worn-out
garment. Gazers entered Into time, place
and circumstance near the rock-bound
tomb of Joseph, of Arlmuthea; they felt
the throb and quis-er of hope, the reac¬tion from despair to anticipation. For
tliein the painted figures lived. To them
the angelM spoke a message, but not tho
same message to all, Borne ears were
less dulled for hearkening to the angels·
speech through the din of earthly noises,
and so, were better attuned to caldi ih,·
meaning than others.

(O look at the painter's work She wüs
very weary and sorrowful. Uy blow de¬
grees all that she cared most for had
been taken out of lier life. Only her
work wan left, and twmöilim-3 sin· fe-it au
If that was scarcely worth dring Tha
Kaeter season wan before her with none
of the Easter Joys. She had responded
Indifferently to a request of her friend,
the artlBl, and now that «he had entered
Un studio, bhe wondered what the coming
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could avail her. The painter met her and
gave hor welcome, then, with a quick ges¬
ture, swept aside the curtain from the
'faco of his painting and left it to speak
to the woman who stood lost in its con¬

templation. Little by llttlo its blessed
meaning stole in on her senses and took
away tho hard and bitter pain tugging at
her heart-strings. Her eyes fell upon
tho angel of Death, and the started for¬
ward, but paused Irresolutely as his voice
seemed to fall on her ear. He was speak¬
ing to his fellow-angel.
"Ah, brother, mine," she thought he

said; "your face la still radiant, though
It is long since wo met. How faros it
with you In tills holy watch?"
"All Is well with me, dear Azrael," re¬

plied'the othor; "but your voice has a
sound of tears in it. What grieves you,
Azrael?!! s"
"Only this, that wherever I go thore.'ls

a discord of weeping. Mothers wall when
1 softly fold their llttlo ones in my arms;
children cry aloud when their mother
rests her weary head on my bosom; sis¬
ters grieve when their brother Is com¬
mitted to my charge.

vealing a face wonderfully like Ills broth¬
er angel's, but with a pensive Instead of
a joyous look.
